Grass Lake School District 36 tost big even 
if the vote count was only off by 23 votes. It's 
educational fund increase referendum failed 
for a second time, with 52 percent voting 
against the measure to save the school from 
financial hardship. 

Last spring, the small district was not 
lucky enough to stave off financial woes with a 
one-year waiver of the tax cap for the 2002 levy 
year. The measure would have provided the 
school with money needed, about $300,000, to 
keep the school running without having to 
revert to cuts. 

The board of education decided to seek a 
straight Education Fund increase rather than 
another tax waiver for last November's elec- 
tion as well as this one. To keep the 
school afloat, about $800,000 in tax anticipa- 
tion warrants have been issued. This action 
allows the school to borrow against future 
property tax revenues. 



"It's really robbing Peter to pay Paul," said 
Supt. James Beveridge. "Somewhere down the 
line, we'll have a cash flow problem because of 
it. This money is outstanding." 
Antioch Community Consolidated District 34 
also failed to gain approval of its educational 
fund referendum, though it was put before 
voters in the district for the first time. 

"We're in crisis here," said Eric Skoog, 
principal of Antioch Upper Grade School, part 
of Antioch Community Consolidated District 
34. "We're not looking for fancy things here." 

Authorities from all three districts blame 
the state, and it's lack of support, for part of 
their woes. "Illinois is 49 out of 50 states for the 
resources it offers in education," said Skoog. 
"Illinois is number 49 and North Dakota is 
number 50. 

Emmons School District 33 had proposed 
several areas in which programs would be cut 
if its referendum were to fail for a second time, 
but it will not have to fall back on those mea- 
sures. The referendum was approved by 57 
percent over 43 percent.

IDNR purchase expands slough

Real estate finesse and media- 
tion fay CorLands Corporation for 
Openlands made it possible for the 
Illinois Department of Natural 
Resources (IDNR) to purchase 110 
acres of property adjacent to the 
Red Wing Slough. The property is 
located east of Deep Lake Road and 
south of North Ave. in unincorpo- 
rated Antioch. 

Before IDNR takes possession 
of the entire parcel. Land and 
Water Resources, Inc., a private 
company that maintains a "wet- 
land bank" will take charge of a 47- 
acre portion until it is able to sell 
the "wetiand credits" to develop- 
ers. Once the wetland restoration is 
established, IDNR will have full 
ownership. 

"A wetland bank and wetland 



credits are used to offset what devel- 
opers destroy as they miu'gate small 
■ wedands for their projects," said Jeff 
Greenspan, director of land acquisi- 
tion for CorLands. "Developers pay 
for the establishment of wedands in 
the same watershed." 

Greenspan added that the prop- 
erty is currendy being farmed, but 
that wetlands will be established on 
the property. He said the drain tiles 
have to be broken out to determine 
where the ground hydrates and 
then native, natural wetland plants 
are introduced. 

"I would imagine it takes a cou- 
ple of season to get this done," he 
said. 

The property was purchased 
from Melvin Landau who said he 
"wanted future generations to enjoy 
the property as my family and I did." 
^ Greenspan "brought the inter- 
ests of Landau and IDNR together. 



In addition to the 1 10 acres adjacent 
to the Red Wing Slough, IDNR 
bought acreage in Boone County in 
the Coon Creek watershed, a tribu- 
tary of the Kishwaukee River, from 
Landau. 

"This isn't the first time 
CorLands has helped in the area of 
Red Wing Slough," said Greenspan, 
who- noted the company con- 
tributed money in previous proper- 
ty acquisition in the area. 

Additionally, a CorLands wet- 
land grant is helping to maximize 
the habitat at Red Wing Slough for 
state-listed endangered bird species 
and other waterfowl by funding 
measures to monitor conditions 
that ensure the sensitive habitat is 
preserved. 

CorLands, an affiliate of 
Openlands Project, has helped save 
almost 10,000 acres of parks and 
open space in Illinois.

any of us remember the Warren 
Blue Devils' runner-up finish in 
the 1999 Boys Class AA State bas- 
ketball tournament. 
. There were so many key ingredients on 
Head Coach Chuck Ramsey's squad.

"It was overwhelming at first, just to hear 
that your kid just joined (the service)," said 
Mike's mom, Marge. "It's hard knowing that 
people are dying over there (in Iraq) every 
day. But Mike's very strong and dedicated. 
He's always been a fighter and had that 
never-back-down attitude. Knowing that, 
makes it a little easier to accept. We're behind 
.him 100 percent." 

Mike is a mortarman for a weapons com- 
pany in the Marine's 1st Division. 
r?V "In his platoon,' they typically have 7-9 '. ■- 
guns," said Mike's father, Tom. "They're right 
in the middle of the action. They fire 81-mil- 
limeter guns that have up to a 5-mile range. 
Mike's the center gun, which is usually the 
fastest and.most accurate. He fires the first 
shot, and everyone else basically follows his 
lead on whatever the target is." 

Ironically, Mike has the chance of reunit- 
ing with former schoolmate and Warren foot- 
ball team member Eric Nelson, a member of 
the Army Reserves. Instead deployment, Eric 
volunteered for assignment to Iraq. He is spe- 
cializing in chemical and biological agents. 

"We just talked to Eric a few days ago," 
said Marge Brandow. "He and Mike have 
been close friends since they were little. I 
guess Eric's group is attached in some way to 
Mike's Marine group. Hopefully, they will 
bump in each other." 

Marge Brandow and her husband feel 
better knowing what's going on over in Iraq, 
thanks to the media and internet. 

"The San Francisco Chronicle has a 
reporter embedded in Mike's platoon," said 
Marge. "We check the Chronicle's web site for 
updated stories and diary entries on how the 
guys are doing. They have them on the web 
site every couple of days. 

Marge said the support of friends and 
family members has been tremendous. 

"The phone rings, people.stop by— it's 
been incredible," she said. "A lot of people we 
haven't seen since the basketball days have 
been in contact with us. We get together with 
many of our friends every week to pray, to 
talk. We thank all of them very much." 

One of them is Ramsey. 

"Mike knew when he signed up that it 
could come to something like this," the coach 
said. "He went in at a very volatile time. But it 
was what he wanted. We really admire him . 
for what he is doing. He's one of those guys 
you want out there protecting the country 
because you know he'll do a good job." 

"His tenacity, I think, was instilled in him 
during the basketball days at Warren," added 
Tom Brandow. "He'll be fine. He's got the 
heart. And you definitely need that to do what 
he, and Eric, for that matter, are doing." 

If the results arc anything close to what they 
were on the hardwood, Brandow and Nelson 
will take care of the business at hand before , 
returning to where they really belong; home.

put an ad in local newspapers to find a live-in 
nanny. The process was slow going, they said, 
with so many applicants saying 'no thanks' 
once they found out about the quads. But 
Adriana, who started as the Larsons live-in 
nanny last week, wanted to take on the chal- 
lenge. 

"The first time I spoke to Tracy I sensed 
something special, but I didn't know why or 
what it was," Adriana said. 

Jerry said Tracy told him the same thing 
about Adriana after speaking to her. 

"Tracy said 'I think this is the one,'" Jerry 
said. "She just knew right away after talking to 
her (Adriana) that she was the one who was 
going to take care of our son and the babies." 

Adriana will be taking care of Noah while 
Tracy is in the hospital waiting to deliver her 
quads. Adriana will also stay on and work side 
by side with Tracy in raising.the four additions 
to the Larson family. Adriana said she is anx- 
iously anticipating the day the quads come 
home. 

According to the first three ultrasounds 
Tracy has had, the babies are expected to be 
four girls, which means they could be identi- 
cal. But the chances of that happening are 
about one in 1 1 million. Jerry and Tracy have 
already picked out four girls' names even 
though they aren't- certain if they will all be 
girls. 

"But three different people saw four girls, 
so there's a good chance they will be," Jerry 
said. 

The Larsons decided on Hannah, Abigail, 
Zoe and Ella, spelling out the acronym HAZE. 
Although Tracy and Jerry came up with the 
names, Jerry's boss thought up the joke 
because Jerry has been in a haze since learn- 
ing he would soon go from being a father of 



one to a father of five just like that. 

Tracy admits that sometimes her mind 
gets going and she can't stop it. 

"It's hard to begin to think of all the mass 
quantities of diapers and formula and how 
I'm going to feed all these babies at once," 
Tracy said. "Can you imagine when they get to 
be teenagers and they all get their periods ... 
and then the boyfriends and the cars." 

Tracy said when her thoughts start getting 
the best of her she has to stop herself. 

"I just start thinking about everything and 
I have to tell myself 'stop,'" Tracy said. "You 
can!t think about everything like that because 
you can't deal with it all at once anyway." 

Jerry added that they "just try to bite off 
little bits at a time and take it from there." . 

"That's the only way you can do it, other- 
wise I'd never sleep at night," Tracy said. 

Right now, Jerry and Tracy said their first 
priority is making sure all the babies come 
home safe and healthy. 

"You almost have to accept the fact that 
there is a possibility that not all of them could 
come home," Tracy said. 

"You live doctor visit to doctor visit," Jerry 
added. "People make jokes about how are you 
going to pay for college and stuff like that, and 
it's like that doesn't even exist at this point 
until we can get them all home safely." 

But Jerry and Tracy's quads seem to be 
growing and developing healthily. AH of the 
children are about the same size within a few 
grams, which is also a rarity. In most multiple 
birth cases, the sizes of the babies vary with one 
or two being much larger than the others. This 
difference in size is what causes the danger of 
losing one of the babies in a multiple birth. 
The smaller babies can be deprived of nutri- 
ents, not develop fully and may not survive. But 
in Tracy's case, all the babies are almost exact- 
ly the same size .and all a healthy weight 

According to the U.S. Department of 



Agriculture, the average cost of a baby from 
birth to age 18 is about $160,000 for a middle- 
income family. With one child who won't 
even be 2 years old when the quads are born, 
the Larsons can expect to spend nearly $1 mil- 
lion over the next 18 years. And that doesn't 
include extracurricular activities or college 
tuition, which can cost as much as $150,000 
per child. The Larsons are looking at a 
monthly diaper bill (diapers ALONE) of about 
$400. Formula to feed the quads will cost as 
much as $500 per month. And this is just the 
beginning. The Larsons will need cribs, car 
seats, changing tables,, playpens, baby wipes, 
bottles, clothes, baby wipes, high chairs and 
the list goes on and on. Tracy joked saying 
that they just bought a new minivan thinking 
"we'd be set." Now, they will have to pack in 
five car seats. 

"Once you get all of them in there with all 
their stuff, there wouldn't be room for any- 
thing else," Tracy said. 

So they could have that expense in front 
of them as well. The Larsons live in a three- 
bedroom house, but said they aren't planning 
to move anytime soon because of the quads. 

"They'll just have to share," Tracy said. 
"And from what I've heard, they don't mind 
that because they're all together anyway." 

B"i5t luckily, Jerry and Tracy have some 
help coming their way with the mountain of. 
expenses they are facing. Tracy has been a 
member of the MOMS Club, a national sup- 
port group for mothers with children of tod- 
dler age since Noah's first year. Already, Tracy 
and Jerry have received three cribs, baby 
clothes and other baby items from members 
of the MOMS Club, friends and strangers who 
just want to lend a hand. 

Both Tracy, who worked as a police officer 
for Highland Park for seven years, and Jerry, 
who worked as an officer for the same depart- 
ment for 18 years, said it's nice to see there are 



people who care. 

"It's so touching to think there are people 
that I've never even met.who want to help us," 
Tracy said. "Being with the police you see so 
much negative and you don't think much of 
people because of all the bad things you see. 
Even once you're out of that profession it 
sticks with you. It's good to have a little bit of 
your faith in people restored because it was 
destroyed." 

"It (police work) beats up your humani- 
ty," Jerry said. "It is nice to see people doing 
good things again." 

Mary Jaffe, a member of the MOMS Club, 
is organizing several drop-off days for people 
interested in helping out the Larsons. 

Mary and the Larsons are asking that any- 
one with baby-related items that are no 
longer of use to them be donated to the 
Larson family to help out. 

Although Jerry and Tracy define them- 
selves as "very independent," they admit they 
will need the help once the babies come. 

"It is hard to accept help, but we'll be 
overwhelmed," Tracy said. "Anything you 
don't need "anymore we would appreciate. 
Anything would be wonderful." 

Mary and other members of the MOMS 
Club are helping support the Larsons by pass- 
ing fliers around town, organizing a helping 
hands committee, of which members will go 
the Larson's home and help out with meals, 
laundry and anything else that needs to be 
done. 

Mary said Tracy is a wonderful person 
who is always helping out other members of 
the MOMS Club. 

"She has always helped everyone else out, 
so now it's our turn to help her out," Mary 
said.

Illinois Natural History Survey scientists • 
will share the history of purple looses- 
trife - the invasive alien plant that has 
invaded our wetlands, threatening the 
biology of some of our most valuable habi- 
tats.

Although absentee votes were at 
an all-time high— many voters were 
out of town because of spring 
break— the overall turnout was a 
major disappointment, says Lake 
County Clerk Willard Helander, 

"Apparently we had no one in 
town," Helander said. "But the 
absentee ballots were higher than 
that in a presidential or gubernator- 
ial election." 

Only 75,350 of the county's 
344,127 registered voters turned out 
for the April 1 general elections. 

That represents a large dip from 
the 2001 local elections. Helander 
said roughly 22 percent voted this 
year, while 2001 saw 29 percent, 
1999 saw 25 percent and 1997 saw 
27 percent. 

Unfortunately for some, those 
were votes they desperately needed, 
as nine races were decided by only 
seven votes or less. 

In the Lakeland Newspapers 
coverage area, 26 candidates found 
themselves under a hundred votes 
from victory. 

The hard-luck loser of election 
night had to be Shawn Vagel of 
Grayslake, running for village 
trustee. Vogel was hoping that three 
times would be a charm in his third 
attempt at the post. He fell three shy 
of incumbent Paul Reblin. 

Vogel said he will probably ask 
for a recount. 

"I'm not doing it to be spiteful,

Agency chair

A member of: the. first Fox Waterway 
Agency (FWA) board of directors is the agen- 
cy's new chairman. 

Howard "Bud" Scott of Lake Villa 
Township edged Phil Bartmann of Johnsburg. 
The unofficial vote was Scott with 6,194 votes 
to Bartmann's 5,910 votes. Bartmann won in 
McHenry County, but Scott took Lake County, 
3,808 votes to 2,780 for Bartmann. 

Scott was last on the board in 1991, but 
plans to do much homework before he is 
sworn into office next month. 

"I have a month to- get up to speed. I met 
with Ingrid (Enriquez, executive director) and 
said that I would stay out of the staffs hair 
until after the election. If elected, I plan to 
camp out at their front door and get caught up 
to speed," Scott said. 

"I come to the board with no axes to grind, 
no agendas," he added. 

"I'm disappointed, but the voters have 
spoken. I did much better than I thought in 
Lake County. I am 100 percent behind Scott, 
and I will work with him," Bartmann said. 

Bartmann serves as FWA treasurer. He will 
continue on as a director from McHenry County. 

Bartmann said that he is pleased that the 
two incumbents won their director's spots 



from McHenry County.. Jane Hummel had : 
3,451 votes and Nancy Cwynar; totaled 2,898. 
Bill Brockman had 2,241 and Marshall Lowe, ■ 
Jr. finished with 1,955 votes. Lowe is the cur- 
rent FWA chairman. Michael Mueller Sr., of 
Antioch, was unopposed for the Lake County 
director slot. 

"I am glad that the two other board mem- 
bers from McHenry County got in. They are 
both doing a fine job," Bartmann said. 

"One of the challenges will be to secure 
funding besides sticker fees. The agency can't 
get along with just sticker fees," Scott said. 

Scott is well known in the Fox Lake area 
and the Chain O' Lakes. He retired after 31 
years at Grant High School. He has been asso- 
ciated with the following: The Fox: Lake 
Chamber of Commerce, American Legion, 
Lions Club, Moose Club, GCHS Board of 
Education, Lake County Board and Forest 
Preserve Board member. Scott was named to 
head Fox Lake's Centennial Committee. 

The FWA was created in 1983. It is based in 
Fox Lake, with directors elected from Lake and 
McHenry counties. It was created by an act of 
the General Assembly. Its mission is to 
improve and maintain the Fox River and Chain 
O' Lakes public waterway from the Wisconsin 
border to the Algonquin dam for recreational 
uses, to restore environmental quality, control 
flooding and promote tourism.

Late tax bills 
not a bargain 

Late arrival of real estate tax bills this year, approximately three 
weeks behind the normal schedule, comes as a mixed blessing 
to taxpayers. Sure, you'll have close to an extra month before 
coming up with the first installment, but repercussions could 
be costly. 

Most of the reverberations of late bills will be felt by the schools 
whose revenue streams will be interrupted. The response of school 
treasurers will be to sell tax anticipation warrants so bills can be paid. 
School districts did not budget for this unanticipated expense.- 

What happened was a delay on the part of the Illinois Dept. of 
Revenue in determining the state multiplier. County treasurers and 
the local tax extension personnel weren't able to begin computing tax 
bills until tiiis week. It!s a relay race where county officials stood by 
waiting to spread levies, compute taxes, print and mail bills. 

Lake County Treasurer Robert Skidmore and is staff will be working 
as fast as they can to catch up. Even cutting time with every possible 
efficiency, there still is a 30-day statutory gap before tax payments have 
to be ma'de. Skidmore has pledged to begin dispersing funds to taxing 
bodies within 10 days once payments start rolling. 

It would be unfair to read any partisan implications into the snag in 
Springfield. The new Democratic administration inherited a telling 
shortage of experienced manpower triggered by the Republican admin- 
istration offering early retirement opportunities to state employees. 
Acceptance of buy-out packages left the Dept. of Revenue with deplet- 
ed ranks. 

Because of budgetary problems, the state also is dispensing this 
year with an extra remittance to school districts in June that normally 
eases the burden of stretching existing income until the new fiscal year 
begins July 1. The old-saying about "It never rains but what it pours" 
was never more true than this year. 

New mission 
for Great Lakes 

Outwardly, Great Lakes Naval Training Center remains 
unchanged, an imposing military facility that has been an 
integral part of Lake County life for nearly a century. 
Inwardly, though, the Great Lakes mission has changed 
immeasurably. 

In a sweeping change in Naval training and education, Great Lakes 
now has the added mission of being the home of the new Naval Service 
Training Command (NSTC), a reconstruction that places all the U.S. 
Navy's initial training program with the exception of the Naval 
Academy at Annapolis, Md., under a single command. 

Rear Adm. Ann E. Rondeau, formerly Great Lakes commander, now is 
NSTC commander. 

The new assignment for Adm. Rondeau and Great Lakes is designe/1 
to enhance training and support officers and sailors. The new com- 
mand at Great Lakes will be responsible for curriculum development 
and resource management offered at such disparate locations as 
Pensaeola, Fla., Newport, R.I., and college and high school ROTC 
programs throughout the nation. 

Initially, Adm. Rondeau reacted to her new assignment with good 
humor. "It means I'm going to be traveling a lot." Getting down to 
business, the popular Navy leader explained that a unified command 
with enhanced training and professionalism all along the line, ending 
with the assurance that the Navy is manned by warfighters ready and 
able to answer any challenge. 

With our nation at war, it's sobering to know that neighboring Great 
Lakes Naval Training Center plays a significant role in the protection of 
our freedoms and providing for the safety of America. 

Town meeting enticing 

Now that March Madness is behind us and the new baseball 
season is just beginning, what's for entertainment? Here's a 
suggestion: Take in the annual town meeting Tuesday, April 8. 
Unless you're a government junkie, the town meeting 
might be foreign to you. Required by statute to be held the second 
Tuesday of every April, the town meeting is an opportunity for electors 
(that's all of us) to get updated on affairs of the township in which we 
live and take part in governing for the coming year. Talk about a 
hands-on opportunity. The town meeting, a throwback from historic 
New England-style town meetings, is the most democratic gathering in 
the American system of self-government, affording citizens an on-the- 
spot opportunity to speak out and make decisions. 

Generally speaking, Uvkc County's 18 townships arc more aggres-

When I served in the 
legislature, there was 
a private enterprise 
program that just 
started and provided school dis- 
tricts with daily free television pro- 
gramming with up-to-date news 
and interesting subjects. All for 
nothing. Hard to resist and many 
schools signed up for it as a way to 
teach their students. 

In my formative years, 1 was 
told to always be leery of "some- 
thing for nothing." There's always a 
catch to it. Now that I am a senior 
citizen, I have found how sage that 
warning was. Too many have fallen 
for "freebies," especially seniors 
who have been taken in by what 
later become costly scams. 

With regards to the free televi- 
sion in schools, what I perceived as 
the "catch to it" was that the daily 
programs carried commercials, like 
candy or cereals that might catch 
the eyes of the young viewers. So, I 
introduced legislation which would 
have prohibited such advertising 
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gimmicks to students in their for- 
mative years. I knew that my bill 
wouldn't pass; after all, schools tike 
to think that it's great to get some- 
thing for nothing especially when it 
can be a learning tool. But, 1 want- 
ed to begin a dialogue on the issue 
of a public school accepting adver- 
tising that would be forced upon 
students in their formative years. If 
nothing else, I thought that raising 
the Issue might bring closer atten- 
tion to what forms those commer- 
cials would take in the future. . 
The legislation did fail, as I 
knew that it would. It did cause the 
company to send a company repre- 
sentative, or lobbyist, to Springfield 



to convince the legislature how 
responsible it was in choosing the 
advertising that it used in the pro- 
gramming. 

All of the above relates to an 
advertising scheme that is more 
bizarre, but is taking some "baby 
steps," and being "sucked in" by 
some city and village police depart- 
ments across the country. It isn't 
exactly a "freebie," but as close as 
you can come to one. A company 
provides police cars to police 
departments for the mere price of 
$1 for three years . How can you 
pass that up?

State funding problem 

The news media plays a critical role in 
the community, which is why the Feb. 7 
editorial (Questions to ask before school 
vote) of generalizations and innuendo 
against school referenda is so detrimental.

The editorial's main focus is election 
of school board members who "are 
spending money faster than the money is 
coming in." Where "revenues are increas- 
ing all the time, at least in Lake County 
where growth and development fuel new 
tax dollars." Yes, growth brings more tax 
money but also more burden in the form 
of new students. If the school funding 
equation didn't work before growth, it 
certainly does not work during growth. 
This is the fundamental reason all school 
districts in Illinois, growth or no growth, 
are facing the same threat of budget 
deficits. 

You casually dismiss substantive 
issues by saying "Oh, the state gets 
blamed for insufficient funding of public 
education and tax cap legislation comes 
in for its share of criticism." 

If a handful of school districts were 
operating at a deficit then I would heartily 
agree with you; these schools must learn 
to operate within their means. They could 
learn from other, better run districts. 
However, in 1997, 173 of 094 (19 percent) 
school districts in Illinois were operating 
at a deficit. This number increased to 34 1 
(38 percent) in 1999 and to 540 (60 per- 
cent) in 2002. It is projected by 2004, DO 
percent of schools will be under water. It 
is not simply explained away by an eco- 
nomic downturn. Mr. Hditor, when will 
you define this as a crisis? At what point 



do you accept that it is the system that is 
broken? 

You claim mismanagement is the 
problem because "As one Lakeland 
superintendent opined, there is an inabil- 
ity on the part of leadership to keep 
spending and income in balance." 
Whichever superintendent made that 
claim, his ex-boss, the former Illinois 
State Superintendent of Schools, Robert 
Leininger, would like to speak to him. Mr. 
Leininger was chairman of the 
Educational Funding Advisory Board a 
panel which has recently recommended 
sweeping legislative changes to the 
Illinois' school aid formula.

Editor, 80 percent of the school boards 
cannot be mismanaged. There is a sys- 
temic funding problem in Illinois.

only well received, I thought I heard the word 
"Hallelujah" a couple times. The great thing 
was that Uiesc teachers wanted to do good dis- 
cipline. They wanted to do what came natural- 
ly to any appropriate human being who is 
faced with obnoxious behavior form a child. It 
looked to me like there were 2 areas that made 
it tough for them to do what came naturally. 

One was fear of parent legal reprisals and 
the other was what seemed like no plan of 
consequences with "good teeth" that was 
standardized from teacher to teacher. These 
are really good people without a good enough 
plan. Certainly, like ail school programs, they 
have some strategies for dealing with out of 
control or inattentive behavior, but like many 
plans I've heard about before, they fall short in 
the consequence department. Plain and sim- 
ple, consequences have no teeth so kids don't 
respect the rules or the teachers. We spoke in 
depth about how without basic respect of 
teachers and parents, even the sweetest kid 
will take advantage and do what comes natu- 
rally...do what is fun and not work. As I have 
said many times before, the secret of getting 
off-task behavior to be on-task, is to make it 
more aggravating and difficult for the child, for 
it to be off-task. In other words if off-task gets 
them in big trouble that means something to 
them, usually, in my experience, they don't 
want to go there again. That is, unless the 
trouble didn't mean much at all. 

I still have a big problem with medicating 
non-life threatening, behavioral conditions 
and I think it's done way too much. But, where 
I saw it before as a decision that didn't use a 
lot of thought, now, I see it as good people try- 
ing to control an otherwise sometimes prob- 
lematic, out of control situation. If a teacher 
lias a classroom with 1 child who is inatten- 
tive, that is easily controlled without resorting 
to meds. But if that same teacher has 15 kids 
who are inattentive, it could drive the teacher 
to distraction him or herself and make him or 
her wonder why they ever got into teaching in 
the first place. Without a good behavior back- 
up in place, it becomes obvious why any nor- 
mal human being would want to use whatever 
was available to make everyone's life easier. I 
just know from what I do, there are other very 
effective ways of getting to die same level of 
control diat don't require medication. Here 
are some thoughts about how:

Statistics don't really matter to Aaron 
Coleman.

Coleman held his own, as he did while 'at 
Warren Township High School andTheCollege of 
Lake County. PoweD, a junior whostands 6-feet, 8- 
inches, scored 19 points in an 80-69 victory. 

But it was the way Coleman contested 
every one of Powell's shots, none of which 
came easy, to say the least. 

"He's a pretty big guy," said the always 
soft-spoken Coleman. "I usually have pretty 
good success against the bigger players. The 
bigger they are, the harder I know I have to 
play." 

In one of the first CCIW games of the year, 
the Vikings lost to Wheaton College but 
Coleman held the Thunder's 6-foot, 8-inch 
Ail-American junior center Joel Kolmodin to 
19 points, including two during the last six 
minutes of regulation when the game was still 
undecided. Coleman also held Kolmodin to no 
offensive rebounds. 

"You've got to play your 'A' game against 
guys like that," said Coleman. 

As for the Carthage game, 'Wild Hair', as 
he was once and sometimes still is affection- 
ately known as, was leaping for rebounds and 
blocked shot attempts right there along with 
Powell. He finished with 14 points and five 
boards in 29 minutes of action. He also dished 
out one assist and perhaps more importantly, 
had no turnovers.

is definitely better," said Coleman, who actu- 
,ally likes to pass more. "I played in the 2-spot 
over the summer in leagues. That really helped 
me because there was some pretty big dudes." 

Rees wishes he had more players like 
Coleman. 

"He plays a lot bigger than he looks, and 
you can't coach that," said the coach. "We'll 
miss his determination and desire, not to 
mention heart, in the lineup next season." 

For the season, Coleman finished in the 
top-10 in the league in field-goal percentage.

'When i was about twelve years old, my father who loved 
outdoor sports attempted to teach me to hunt and fish.

He look an entire attemoon to share the differ- 
ences between rides and shotguns, and when to use 
each. In that same session, he taught me basic gun safe- 
ty and how to clean these weapons. Although this may ' 
not seem to be a complex subject to hunters, I was not 
familiar with the sport and needed the lesson. A shotgun 
is projects a large pattern of small "shot" but a rifle sends 
one bullet directly to a very small specific target. Just as' 
a hunter knows when to use a shotgun and when to use 
t a rifle each Job hunter needs to know which method to i 
use. 

Ths Rltlg Approach 
Those who know exactly where their career Is headed 
you can use the rllle approach. In this approach, a can- 
didate researches companies that seem to meet specific 
career objectives. They then send a resume to those that 
are the best match. This Is the preferred method for 
those who have a dellned career plan because Ihey can 
work toward that goal. However, those who use this* 
method you must have a complete understanding of their 
goals including: skill strengths, area's for personal 
growth, geographic preferences, the effects of spiritual 
beliefs on their career, etc. For those who would like to
